But there is little chance cf the 


government acceding to the plea, be- 
cause the finance ministry is unable 
to raise sufficient funds to pay officials 
find other public servants. As a result 
it is expected further relics of the 
once mighty Manchu house will be 
sacrificed by the "boy emperor" to 
meet his debts.

«ult was filed, It Is said, taking into 
consideration the extreme poverty of 
Hsuan Tung, has agreed to treat" the 
case leniently and give the youthful «r> 
ruler time to raise whatever ca?h he 
can to satisfy his creditors.
